US concerned individuals at 
risk after WikiLeaks dump 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States on Tuesday 
voiced renewed concern over 
the risks to individuals after 
the anti-secrecy site Wik¬ 
iLeaks made public more US 
diplomatic cables, many of 
which contained the names of 
sensitive sources. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland would 
not confirm the authenticity of 
the latest documents, but said 
"the United States strongly 
condemns any illegal disclo¬ 
sure of classified information. 

"In addition to damaging 
our diplomatic efforts, it puts 
individuals' security at risk, 
threatens our national security 
and undermines our effort to 
work with countries to solve 
shared problems," Nuland told 
reporters. 

Nuland was alluding to a 
policy that experts said in¬ 
volved US efforts to come to 
the aid of sources who ran the 
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risk of being exposed, includ¬ 
ing possibly relocating them. 

The New York Times re¬ 
ported that the latest dump of 
133,887 confidential and se¬ 
cret documents included many 
containing the names of sensi¬ 
tive sources who could be at 
risk of reprisals if they were 
known to be talking to US 
diplomats. 

In a Twitter message, the 
anti-secrecy website said it 
was "totally false that any 
WikiLeaks sources have been 
exposed or will be exposed." 

However, in sampling half 
a dozen cables written be¬ 
tween 2003 and 2009 where 
the author wrote "protect 
source," AFP observed that all 
but one of them had the name 
of the source removed. 

After WikiLeaks obtained 
around 250,000 cables and re¬ 
leased the first batch of them 
in November last year, the US 
State Department has been ex¬ 
posed to embarrassing revela¬ 
tions about how it viewed 
foreign government officials. 

Diplomats worried the dis¬ 
closures would make it harder 
to do their work because offi¬ 
cials, representatives of non¬ 
government organizations, 
activists and others would hes¬ 
itate to talk to them privately 
for fear of being exposed. 

However, experts said Wik¬ 
iLeaks was much more careful 
about editing out the names of 
US government sources in the 
first batch of released docu¬ 
ments. 

That is not the case in the 
latest batch, according to 
Steven Aftergood, a specialist 
on government secrecy at the 
Federation of American Scien¬ 
tists who reviewed dozens of 
cables and found only one case 
where the source was re¬ 
moved. 

He said the consequences 
for the sources range from los¬ 
ing the confidence of the peo¬ 
ple they usually deal with to 


actually losing their jobs. "In 
some extreme cases," he 
added, they may be in "per¬ 
sonal jeopardy." 

"The point is that they 
(WikiLeaks) have changed 
their practice and that the 
kinds of information that they 
were redacting as recently as a 
few months ago is now being 
put out in the open," Aftergood 
said. 

Meanwhile, Human Rights 
First’s President and Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Officer Elisa Mas- 
simino worried about the 
impact of the latest leaks.

US rescues thousands stranded 
by Irene 

WILMINGTON (AFP) - US 
rescuers battled Tuesday to 
reach thousands cut off by 
flooding in towns across Ver¬ 
mont, New Jersey and upstate 
New York as the death toll 
from Hurricane Irene climbed 
towards 50. 

Emergency provisions had 
to be airlifted in to dozens of 
communities stranded by 
floodwaters as unprecedented 
weekend rains dumped by the 
massive storm system washed 
away roads and sent rivers 
cascading over their banks. 

President Barack Obama 
dispatched senior officials to 
survey some of the worst of 
the damage as rescuers in 
boats ferried thousands of 
people — including the eld¬ 
erly, small children and babies 
— to safety. 

Although the much-hyped 
direct-hit on New York failed 
to translate into major damage 
to America's most populous 
city, heavy rain in places like 
the Catskill Mountains proved 
a ticking disaster time-bomb. 

Two days after its passage, 
thousands of marooned fami¬ 
lies were still waiting anx¬ 
iously for the national guard 


and firefighters to bring food 
and water after their towns 
were swamped by the flood- 
waters. 

The main highway to 
Wilmington, Vermont was 
clogged with mud and Irene 
had turned other roads into 
deathtrap chasms after dump¬ 
ing two months worth of rain 
(8.3 inches, 21 centimeters) in 
less than a day. 

The drastic situation was 
mirrored in parts of New Jer¬ 
sey and upstate New York, 
where schools and commu¬ 
nity centers turned into 
makeshift Red Cross emer¬ 
gency shelters were nearing 
full capacity. 

In Paterson, New Jersey, 
teams in rubber motorboats 


rescued and evacuated people 
non-stop after the Passaic 
River crested 13 feet (four 
meters) above flood stage, its 
highest level since 1903. 

Millions of Americans re¬ 
mained without electricity, 
many farther south in states 
like Virginia and North Car¬ 
olina, where Irene's winds 
were strongest as the storm 
barreled up the eastern 
seaboard on Saturday and 
Sunday. 

More trouble was on the 
way though as Tropical Storm 
Katia formed in the Atlantic, 
forecast to become a category 
3 hurricane by Saturday or 
Sunday as it nears the 
Caribbean with winds topping 
120 miles per hour.

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Holland envisions opportunities New Labor Department 
together with the Cari bbean making big Stripes 


ORANJESTAD - The go¬ 
vernment of Aruba is well 
pleased with the positive re¬ 
port from the Dutch on their 
vision of External Relations 
in the Caribbean. They see 
opportunities for forming a 
trampoline between the coun¬ 
tries in Latin America. Such 
a relationship, they believe, 
will benefit all the partners in 
the Dutch Kingdom.

To determine what would 
be their priorities, Holland 
met with various Depart¬ 
ments of External Affairs and 
the Plenipotentiary Ministers 
of Aruba, Curacao and St. 
Maarten. 

The document indicates 
that the Dutch Kingdom is in¬ 
tent on maintaining excellent 
contact and communication 
with the neighboring coun¬ 
tries. And, where possible 
they want to intensify the ties 
of collaboration on an eco¬ 
nomic, political and security 
platform. According to Dutch 
Minister Uri Rosenthal, “as 
Minister of the Dutch King¬ 
dom I can open doors for our 
four countries. Because of the 
synergy between Holland, 
Aruba, Curacao and St. 
Maarten, we can direct our 
commerce to Latin and Cen¬ 
tral America. In this way we 
can reinforce the Dutch 
Kingdom in its totality. It is 
understood that the Nether¬ 
lands will continue to work 
actively in guaranteeing the 
safety of our region. This 
they will do, for example, by 
continuing to fiercely combat 
illegal activities like drug 
trafficking, the trafficking of 
people and money launder¬ 
ing. In this context the Dutch 
Kingdom has made firm 
agreements with the Organi¬ 
zation of American States 
(OAS). 

According to the Aruba 


government, the document 
from the Netherlands with re¬ 
spect to the above is an affir¬ 
mation that Aruba’s efforts 
and resolve has gotten their 
attention. Prime Minister 
Eman has been talking about 
the developments in Latin 
and Central America and co¬ 
operation with this region 
and the Dutch Kingdom for 
quite some time now. He has 
often stated that there will be 
only great benefits for all the 
parties of the Dutch King¬ 
dom. 

The excellent geographi¬ 
cal position of the Dutch 
Caribbean islands, their 
knowledge of the regional 
culture and their political sta¬ 
bility are the ideal basis upon 
which we can form that tram¬ 
poline to achieve our ultimate 
goal. 

In a recent discourse by 
the Prime Minister in the 
Hague, he made the state¬ 
ment that it was time for us to 
.. .’’get to work on the possi¬ 
bilities (in the region) and re¬ 
alize them, Aruba wants to 
play an important role in 
this.” 

The research has been 
done, the information is in 
our hands, and the possibility 
for entering the economically 
strong and progressive Latin 
American market; and for 
embarking on the robust 
Brazilian market is tremen¬ 
dous. These markets offer the 
Dutch Kingdom and Dutch 
entrepreneurs a myriad of op¬ 
portunities for doing business 
and vice versa. Aruba and the 
other Dutch islands in the 
Dutch Caribbean stand to 
benefit greatly from this de¬ 
velopment.

ORANJESTAD - Although 
very young, the new Depart¬ 
ment for Labor Progression 
(DPL) is pleasing employers 
and employees and has won 
the approval of all those who 
have requested their services 
of late. In a recent press con¬ 
ference, the Minister of 
Labor, Otmar Oduber, indi¬ 
cated that there is quite some 
enthusiasm about the new 
formula being used for job 
seekers. During the press 
conference, which was held 
in the premises of the DLP’s 
new facilities at Seroe 
Blanco, the Minister reported 
on a meeting that was held 
that very morning with a 
group of employers and a few 
employees. 

The Department and the 
Minister talked with the 5 
employers and about 20 em¬ 
ployees who were attended 
by DPL during the past two 
weeks. The reactions were 
extremely positive regarding 
the service and the rapid re¬ 
sponse in processing their pe¬ 
titions. There were those who 
found work within one day. 

Regrettably, in the midst 
of all the positive reports, 
there was also the negative 
report of employers announ¬ 
cing fictitious job vacancies. 
However, DPL now has a 
system in place to detect and 
weed out said deceptive prac¬ 
tices by some employers. 
That form of deception is 


now a thing of the past with 
their new and very structured 
system. 

According to Minister 
Oduber, there is now a very 
stringent system in place with 
respect to petitions for permit 
prolongations and the advice 
for first permits. There is a 
much more careful and delib¬ 
erate scrutiny than was prac¬ 
ticed in the past. 

There were also those who 
came seeking a job, but later 
it turned out that they were 
not serious. Oduber indicated 
that this was to be expected. 
He cited the reason for this. 
As example, there are em¬ 
ployees who were sent home 
after just one day of work be¬ 
cause they wanted to smoke 
marihuana on the job, which 
obviously cannot be tole¬ 
rated. Such people cannot be 
helped no matter what type of 
job you give them. 

Then there was the case 
where two persons who 
began their new jobs on 
Thursday, but on Friday after 
about two hours of work they 
reported that they were not 
returning to work because 
they were going on a three 
weeks vacation. Others after 
working two days, on Mon¬ 
day they called in to report 
that they had to go to the 
Census Bureau...but who 
never returned to work.

Scientists find underground river 
beneath Amazon 


SAO PAULO (AFP) - Brazil¬ 
ian scientists have discovered 
an underground river some 
4,000 meters (13,000) feet 
deep, which flows from west 
to east like the country's fa¬ 
mous waterway. 

A statement this week 
from Brazil's National Obser¬ 
vatory named the under¬ 
ground river Hamza and said 
it represents one of two dif¬ 
ferent draining systems for 
the large rainforest region. 

A team of scientists led by 
Elizabeth Pimentel came to 
the conclusion from studying 
241 wells drilled by the state 
oil giant Petrobras in the 
Amazon region. 

Even though the two 
rivers cover a similar path 
they have differences. The 



underground river flows at a 
far slower pace and empties 
into the ocean deep under¬ 
ground. 

"It is likely that this river 
is responsible for the low 
level of salinity in the waters 
around the mouth of the 
Amazon,” the statement said.

Canada warns not to buy 'fresh' 
semen online

OTTAWA (AFP) - Canada’s 
health agency on Tuesday 
warned would-be parents not 
to purchase ’’fresh” semen on¬ 
line, saying it may be tainted 
with infectious diseases. 

Donor semen obtained 
through”questionable means,” 
may not have been screened 
or tested, and therefore may 
not be safe the government 
agency said. 

Canada has strict controls 
for obtaining donor semen to 
minimize the potential risk of 
transmitting serious infectious 
diseases. The regulations re¬ 
quire that donor semen must 
be quarantined for a minimum 
of six months, and donors 
must be screened and tested 
before the donation and six 
months after. 

The sellers may claim that 
the semen donors were prop¬ 
erly screened and tested. But 
’’such claims may not be 
true,” Health Canada warned. 

The agency listed infec¬ 
tious diseases such as 
HIV/AIDS, hepatitis B or C, 
syphilis, chlamydia, or gonor¬ 
rhea that could be passed to 
both a mother and children 
bom through the use of donor 
semen. 

It also directed Canadians 
to a list of approved semen 
processors and importers on 
its website that are subject to 
regular inspections. 



The agency's warning is 
the second issued in the past 
year in response to media re¬ 
ports of online advertisements 
directed at Canadians seeking 
to become parents through as¬ 


sisted conception. 

Health Canada spokesman 
Gary Holub told AFP "no ac¬ 
tual case (of infection) 
prompted the warning.” 
"We're just being diligent.” 


Guatemala finds 5 
who survived deadly 
US research 


GUATEMALA CITY (AFP) - 
The Guatemalan government 
said Tuesday it has tracked 
down five survivors from a 
deadly US government re¬ 
search project on sexually 
transmitted diseases that 
killed scores of its people. 

"So far we have located 
five men who live in the west¬ 
ern part of the country,” said 
Vice President Rafael Espada, 
who heads up a Guatemalan 
commission tasked with in¬ 
vestigating the US-run re¬ 
search program. 

"They'll be be brought to 
the capital to undergo medical 
tests” to determine if they suf¬ 
fered any adverse after-effects 
from the American experi¬ 
mentation, Espada said. 

A report ordered by Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama con¬ 
cluded Monday that at least 
83 male test subjects died 
after being used as human 
guineas during the American 
research on venereal disease, 
conducted between 1946 and 
1948. 

All told, more than 1,300 
people were exposed to vene¬ 
real diseases by human con¬ 
tact or by inoculations during 
the research to test the effi¬ 
cacy of penicillin in combat¬ 
ing the ailment, the US 
presidential commission 
found. 

The report found that 
fewer than 700 test subjects 
who took part in the research 
projected conducted by the 
US National Institutes of 
Health (NIH) ever received 
the appropriate medical treat¬ 
ment for venereal disease. 

Obama personally apolo¬ 


gized to Guatemala's Presi¬ 
dent Alvaro Colom last Octo¬ 
ber before ordering a 
thorough review of the exper¬ 
iment, which Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton de¬ 
scribed as "clearly unethical.” 

Colom, meanwhile, calling 
the experiments a "crime 
against humanity,” ordered his 
own investigation.

US stocks rise on hopes of Fed action 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
stocks closed with modest 
gains on Tuesday after newly 
released minutes from the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve's key policy com¬ 
mittee raised hopes that the Fed 
would act to boost the ailing 
economy. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average rose 20.70 points 
(0.18 percent) to close at 
11,559.95. 

The broader S&P 500 
climbed 2.84 points (0.23 per¬ 
cent) to 1,212.92, while the 
tech-heavy Nasdaq Composite 
jumped 14.00 points (0.55 per¬ 
cent) to close at 2,576.11. 

After opening with losses, 
the markets crept upwards and 
closed higher after minutes of 
the August 9 meeting of the 
Federal Open Market Commit¬ 
tee showed members dis¬ 
cussing what to do if the 
economy continued to stall. 


The committee has been 
deeply split between those who 
believe the Fed should further 
loosen monetary policy to juice 
the economy and those who 
fear that such steps would raise 
the risk of inflation. 

The latest FOMC minutes 
suggested that opponents of 
stimulus were weakening their 
opposition in light of the disap¬ 
pointing condition of the US 
economy, said Marc Pado, 
chief US market strategist for 
Cantor Fitzgerald. 

In the latest sign of US eco¬ 
nomic weakness, a survey by 
the Conference Board showed 
that consumer confidence 
plunged in August to its lowest 
level in more than two years. 

In company news, Boeing 
shares gained 2.2 percent after 
the aviation giant launched an 
upgraded version of its popular 
737 airplane powered by a 


more fuel-efficient engine and 
reported strong demand from 
airlines. 

Bank of America shares 
sank 3.2 percent after a US 
government agency, the Fed¬ 
eral Deposit Insurance Corpo¬ 
ration, challenged its proposed 
$8.5 billion settlement aimed at 
resolving claims from the sub¬ 
prime-mortgage debacle. 

The bank, whose stock is 
down more than 16 percent 
over the past month, was also 
hit with a lawsuit over an $ 1.75 
billion pool of mortgages, 
many of which went into de¬ 
fault the US housing price bub¬ 
ble collapsed. 

Bond prices rose. The yield 
on the 10-year Treasury note 
dropped to 2.18 percent from 
2.27 percent late Monday, 
while that on the 30-year bond 
fell to 3.51 percent from 3.62 
percent. 


I nsurers escape the worst of 

Hurricane Irene 


ZURICH (AFP) - Global in¬ 
surance companies have got 
off relatively lightly with Hur¬ 
ricane Irene and it is just as 
well because their earnings 
this year were already under 
pressure from other natural 
disasters, analysts say. 

Irene ploughed along the 
US and Canadian eastern 
seaboard at the weekend after 
causing perhaps a billion dol¬ 
lars worth of damage in the 
Carribean. 

"We do not believe that the 
magnitude of this event is such

that it will significantly influ¬ 
ence the industry's creditwor¬ 
thiness," Standard and Poor's 
said in a report Tuesday. 

But "because of the magni¬ 
tude and the frequency of the 
catastrophe losses year-to- 
date, we believe that reinsur¬ 
ers' 2011 earnings will erode," 
the ratings agency said. 

S&P put the insurance 
losses at around $5 billion 
(3.46 billion euros), in line 
with French bank Societe 
Generale's estimate. 

The figure is very signifi¬ 
cantly lower than the $72.3 
billion in damages caused by 
Hurricane Katrina in 2005 
which ripped through New 


Orleans. 

"Major losses are likely to 
come from New York, for 
business interruption given the 
hundreds of flights that were 
cancelled, reduced hotel occu¬ 
pancy rates and disruption to 
utility companies," it said. 

IHS Global Insight noted 
that if insured property dam¬ 
ages reached up to $5 billion, 
it would suggest total eco¬ 
nomic losses of up to $15 bil¬ 
lion. 

A US insurance estimator 
AIR Worldwide earlier said 
insured damages in the 
Caribbean and Bahamas 
meanwhile could reach $1.1 
billion.

UN committee allows Britain 
to send $1.6 billion to Libya 



UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The UN sanctions committee 
on Eibya on Tuesday gave 
Britain the greenlight to re¬ 
lease $1.6 billion in seized 
assets to buy emergency aid, 
after China lifted a block, 
diplomats said. 

Germany also has asked to 
release about one billion 
euros ($1.4 billion dollars) in 
seized assets, and France 
wants to unfreeze about five 
billion euros ($7.2 billion) to 
help buy humanitarian aid 
and keep essential services 
going in Eibya. It was not im¬ 
mediately known if they have 
been given the green light, 
however. 

China's UN mission, a key 
member of the UN Security 
Council sanctions committee, 
lifted its block on Britain's 
move after getting approval 
from the Beijing government, 
diplomats said. 


The money held in 
Britain is 1.86 billion 
Libyan dinar in ban¬ 
knotes printed by a 
British firm. 

Britain's Foreign 
Secretary William 
Hague welcomed the 
decision to let his 
government send 
back the 200 million 
banknotes to Libya's 
central bank. 

"This represents 
another major step forward in 
getting necessary assistance 
to the Libyan people, build¬ 
ing on the remarkable 
progress in recent days," 
Hague said in a statement re¬ 
leased at the UN headquar¬ 
ters. 

"These banknotes, which 
were frozen in the UK under 
UN sanctions, will help ad¬ 
dress urgent humanitarian 
needs, instill confidence in 
the banking sector, pay 
salaries of key public sector 
workers and free up liquidity 
in the economy." 

The United States was 
given approval to send about 
$1.5 billion in seized assets 
back to Libya last week, after 
a dispute with South Africa 
over whether easing UN 
sanctions implied recogniz¬ 
ing Libya's rebel government 
fighting Moamer Kadhafi.

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Judge bars former 
Jackson doctors from 
testifying 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A US 
judge on Monday barred de¬ 
fense attorneys for Michael 
Jackson's doctor, who stands 
accused of involuntary 
manslaughter, from calling the 
singer's former physicians as 
witnesses. 

The move will hurt the de¬ 
fense team for Conrad Murray, 
which had hoped the other 
doctors would help support 
their theory that the "King of 
Pop" — who died in June 2009 
at age 50 — was addicted to 
drugs. 

Los Angeles Superior 
Court judge Michael Pastor 
agreed to a motion by prosecu¬ 
tors to exclude six of Jackson's 
former doctors — including his 
long-time dermatologist, 
Arnold Klein — from the list of 
approved witnesses. 

In court papers filed Mon¬ 
day, defense attorneys Edward 
Chemoff and Nareg Gourjian 
alleged that Klein "adminis¬ 
tered frequent intramuscular 
injections of Demerol to Mr. 
Jackson for no valid medical 
purpose," and that Jackson 
"became physiologically and 
psychologically dependent on 
Demerol." 

"I do not think it is rele¬ 
vant," Pastor said. He told the 
defense they could not make 
any reference to the 2003 
search of Jackson's ranch in 
Santa Barbara county, saying 
that it had no bearing on his 
death. 

Chemoff argued that the 
testimony would show that 


Jackson was "addicted to and 
withdrawing from Demerol" - 
- a factor he said was "impor¬ 
tant to our defense" — but to 
no avail. 

Pastor said he would allow 
testimony from two other doc¬ 
tors, Allen Metzger and David 
Adams. Murray's defense 
team says Jackson asked Met¬ 
zger in April 2009 to give him 
an intravenous sedative, a re¬ 
quest the physician refused to 
grant. 

Adams meanwhile gave 
Jackson the anesthetic propo¬ 
fol — an overdose of which 
later led to his death — on four 
occasions in 2008, after the 
singer had oral surgery. Jack- 
son also used the drug as a 
sleep aid. 

Pastor also approved testi¬ 
mony from a nurse who 
treated Jackson in 2009. 

Murray, the last doctor to 
treat Jackson, is on trial for in¬ 
voluntary homicide in Jack¬ 
son's death on June 25, 2009. 
He was in charge of adminis¬ 
tering propofol to the star. 

Murray faces up to four 
years in prison if convicted. 

His defense team is ex¬ 
pected to argue that Jackson 
gave himself an excessive 
dose of the drug while the doc¬ 
tor was out of the room at the 
singer's mansion in the afflu¬ 
ent Holmby Hills neighbor¬ 
hood west of Los Angeles. 

Jury selection will begin on 
September 8, with opening 
statements scheduled for the 
end of next month. 
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Ever so easy for Djokovic 



NEW YORK (AFP) - All- 
conquering Novak Djokovic 
found the going even easier 
than expected at the US Open 
on Tuesday, as food poison¬ 
ing hampered the challenge 
of first-round opponent 
Conor Niland. 

The qualifier from Ireland, 
ranked 197th in the world, 
wasn't expected to pose much 
problem for Djokovic, who 
has surged to the top of the 
world rankings with nine ti¬ 
tles this season — including 
two Grand Slams. 

But a bout of food poison¬ 
ing that lingered from Sun¬ 
day morning had left the 
29-year-old Niland physi¬ 
cally weakened, and 
Djokovic needed just 44 min¬ 
utes to take a 6-0, 5-1 lead 
before Niland called it a day. 

"I felt great on the court, 
and that's something that's re¬ 
ally important for the start of 
the tournament," Djokovic 
said of his abbreviated ap¬ 
pearance on the Arthur Ashe 
stadium. 

The quick match may 
prove a boon for Djokovic, 
who suffered just his second 
defeat of the season when he 
retired from the Cincinnati 
final against Andy Murray 


this month with a sore shoul¬ 
der. 

"I don’t think I'm lacking 
any time on the court or 
matches," said Djokovic, 
who has won 57 of his 59 
matches this year and lifted 
nine titles. "This year has 
been a very long year. So I re¬ 
ally don’t mind that I spend 
less time on the court. 

"It's unfortunate for my 
opponent, obviously. He had 
food poisoning he told me 
after the match." 

Djokovic was part of a 
stellar line-up on the Ashe 
court on Tuesday along with 
women's world number one 
Caroline Wozniacki, defend¬ 
ing men's champion Rafael 
Nadal and 13-time Grand 
Slam champion Serena 
Williams. 

Wozniacki cruised into the 
second round with a 6-3, 6-1 
victory over 125th-ranked 
Nuria Llagostera Vives. 

While the top-seeded 
Dane is keen to claim a 
maiden Grand Slam title, she 
again bristled at suggestions 
that she needs a major crown 
to validate her number one 
status. 

"I think we should move 
on," she said as the questions 


flared again. "Ask me about 
something else, something 
more interesting." 

But the fact remains that 
while Wozniacki has consol¬ 
idated her spot atop the rank¬ 
ings with half a dozen titles 
this season — the most recent 
at New Haven on Saturday — 
she has flopped in Grand 
Slams, with a semi-final exit 
in Australia, a third-round de¬ 
feat at Roland Garros and a 
fourth-round loss at Wimble¬ 
don. 

Since then she suffered 
early exits at Bastad, Toronto 
and Cincinnati and dropped 
her father Piotr as her coach. 

Wozniacki looked good 
against Llagostera, breaking 
her for the fourth time to seal 
the victory and facing just 
one break point in the match. 

F ourth-seeded Victoria 
Azarenka of Belarus also ad¬ 
vanced with ease, beating 
Sweden's Johanna Larsson 6- 
1,6-3. 

"There are always things 
that could have been done 
better, but I think I had a 
pretty solid start," said 
Azarenka, who drew the 
short straw among the top 
women's seeds when she was 
put on a path to a possible 
third-round clash with 
Williams. 

Williams is seeded just 28 
here, after a rankings slide 
due to her nearly year-long 
absence with a series of 
health problems. 

Williams has nevertheless 
stamped herself a favorite 
with two hardcourt victories 
in the build-up to the Open, 
and her potential third-round 
clash with Azarenka was the 
talk of the draw last week. 

Azarenka insisted she 
wasn't worrying about 
Williams just yet. 

"I'm not interested about 
that before I go out there,” 
she said. "We'll talk about it 
later maybe." 

In other early matches, 
Spanish fifth seed David Fer¬ 
rer rallied to reach the second 
round with a 2-6, 6-3, 6-0, 6- 
4 victory over Russian Igor 
Andreev. 

French 11th seed Jo-Wil- 
fried Tsonga, who missed the 
US Open last year with a 
knee injury, returned with a 
6-4, 6-4, 6-4 victory over Tai¬ 
wan's Lu Yen-Hsun. 

Wimbledon semi-finalist 
Sabine Lisicki of Germany 
romped to a 6-3, 6-3 victory 
over Alona Bondarenko in 
just 70 minutes. 

Lisicki, who arrived in 
New York fresh from a WTA 
triumph in Dallas on Satur¬ 
day, booked a second-round 
clash with two-time US Open 
champion Venus Williams.

Dravid set for T20 debut 
as India lose Gambhir 



MANCHESTER (AFP) - 
Veteran India batsman Rahul 
Dravid is set to play his first 
— and last — Twenty20 inter¬ 
national in the one-off game 
against England at Old Traf- 
ford here on Wednesday after 
Gautam Gambhir became the 
latest player to leave an in- 
jury-hit tour. 

The 38-year-old Dravid 
was one of India's few suc¬ 
cesses in their recent 4-0 Test 
series defeat by England, 
scoring three hundreds as the 
hosts replaced the injury-hit 
tourists at the top of the ICC's 
Test standings. 

That series ended at The 
Oval just over a week ago in 
a match where Gambhir suf¬ 
fered an injury after falling 
on his head trying to take a 
catch. 

And with the opening 
batsman ruled out on Tues¬ 
day of both the Twenty20 in¬ 
ternational and the 
subsequent five one-dayers 
against England, that means 
Dravid, the second highest 
run scorer in Test history be¬ 
hind India team-mate Sachin 
Tendulkar and with 339 one- 


day internationals to his 
credit, is set to make a T20 
debut for his country. 

If he plays, it will also be 
Dravid's last Twenty20 match 
for India as he has said he 
will retire from shorter for¬ 
mats of the international 
game after this tour to con¬ 
centrate on prolonging his il¬ 
lustrious Test career. 


Arsenal agree 
Park Chu-Young 
deal 

LONDON (AFP) - Belea- 
guered Premier League side 
Arsenal said Tuesday they 
had a agreed a deal to sign 
striker Park Chu-Young 
from French club AS 
Monaco. 

The 26-year-old South 
Korea captain scored 25 
times in 91 appearances for 
the French club during three 
seasons in Ligue 1 and re¬ 
placed Manchester United's 
Park Ji-Sung as captain of 
the national side earlier this 
year.

Mcllroy fit to go at European Masters 


CRANS SUR SIERRE, 
(AFP) - Northern Ireland's US 
Open champion Rory Mcll¬ 
roy said on Wednesday he is 
fit to resume competition at 
this week's European Masters 
despite some slight numbness 
in his right shoulder. 

Warm sunshine greeted 
the current World No. 6 when 
he played an 18-hole practice 
round Tuesday on the Crans- 
sur-Sierre course. 

It was the 22-year-old's 
first full practice round since 
competing in the recent PGA

It was during the season¬ 
ending Major that Mcllroy 
injured his right wrist in play¬ 
ing what most observers still 
believe was a reckless shot 
from up against a tree root at 
the third hole on day one of 
the championship at the At¬ 
lanta Athletic Club. 

"The wrist is fine and I'm 
good to play," he said on 
Tuesday after his practice 
round here. 

"I'm rid of the bandages on 
my wrist, and I'm off the pain¬ 
killers and anti-inflamatory's. 

"The only slight concern, 
and it's only slight and it's 
only when I am not swinging 
a golf club but the area 
around my shoulder feels like 


it's dead or numb. 

"I've been told there's a lit¬ 
tle bit of an impingement in 
the front part of my shoulder 
but with some continued 
treatment and massaging I 
will be fine. 

"But it's not worrying me 
and there's problem in play¬ 
ing any shots, and it's not 
holding me back in any way, 
and I'm not protecting or 
favouring it in any way." 


Mcllroy's presence on the 
Swiss course certainly drew 
much interest and especially 
when he made his way to the 
16th green. 

Mcllroy will play the 
opening two rounds of the 
Swiss event, where he fin¬ 
ished runner-up on debut in 
2008, in the company of de¬ 
fending champion Miguel 
Angel Jimenez and exciting

Argentina 'serious 1 about

ARGENTINA (AFP)-New 
Argentina coach Alejandro 
Sabella has described his 
team's clash with Venezuela 
in India on Friday as more 
than just a friendly because 
expectations are so high.

The Argentina squad will 


also travel to Bangladesh for 
another friendly against Nige¬ 
ria on September 6. They will 
also play two games against 
Brazil ahead of World Cup 
qualifiers which get under¬ 
way in October. 

Football is yet to take off 
in cricket-mad India despite 
enjoying considerable suc¬ 
cess in the 1950s and 1960s 
when they won two Asian 
Games gold medals.

Brazil on schedule for World 
Cup, Olympics: Rousseff 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Preparations for the 2014 
football World Cup and 2016 
Olympic Games are proceed¬ 
ing at a good clip, with nine 
of 10 stadiums likely finished 
next year, Brazil's President 
Dilma Rousseff said Tuesday. 

"The renovation and con¬ 
struction of the stadiums is 
proceeding at an adequate 
pace," Rousseff said during 
her weekly press conference. 

In June, world soccer body 
FIFA had expressed concern 
over what it said was the slow 
pace of building and trans¬ 
portation improvements 
ahead of the World Cup. 

But Rousseff told reporters 
that earlier problems that had 
slowed the construction of the 


Itaquerao Stadium in Sao Paolo 
have been resolved, and that 
conditions now are in place to 
begin work on a stadium in 
Natal in northeastern Brazil. 

Rousseff added that efforts 
also are underway to modern¬ 
ize Brazil's airports, after or¬ 
ganizers of the two massive 
sporting events fretted that the 
country might not be prepared 
to handle the crush of tourists 
during the high profile games. 

"Among the six airports in 
the host cities, the moderniza¬ 
tion work has already begun," 
the Brazilian leader said, 
adding that five other con¬ 
tracts are ready to be pre¬ 
sented to builders so that they 
too can begin their renovation 
work.

Bonds’ sentencing set for December 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP)- 
A US federal judge has set 
December 16 as the date for 
sentencing American base¬ 
ball's home run leader Barry 
Bonds on an obstruction of 
justice conviction. 

US District Judge Susan 
Illston on Tuesday set Bonds' 


sentencing date after she re¬ 
jected a bid from Bonds' 
lawyers to have an obstruction 
of justice conviction set aside. 

A jury of eight women and 
four men found in April that 
Bonds had misled a 2003 
grand jury investigating a 
steroids ring by giving an 


evasive answer to a question 
about injectable drugs. 

While jurors deadlocked 
on three other perjury counts 
after nearly four days of de¬ 
liberations, they unanimously 
agreed Bonds had been inten¬ 
tionally evasive and mislead¬ 
ing.
